Are these two things compatible with each 
other? If not, would it not be betterif Mr. 
Haldane and his colleagues, following the 
principle of clear thinking enunciated by him, 
tock pause aud carefully.reflected which of the 
two interests—the interest of present economy 
or the interest of our position in Egypt—we can 
best aftord to sacrifice, before they proceed to 
take action ! 

But sre we right in assuming that these 
interests are necessarily incompatible? Is an 
increase of tha Regular force in Egypt abso- 
lately inconsistent with a reduction of the 
general total of our Regular forces? The 
answer to that qnestion depends on the 
general organization of those forces. If they 
were organized on a system, which allowed of 
thair transfer from any one portion of the 
Empire to another, in accordance with the 
circumstances of the time, without a general 
dislocation of the who'e military framework, 
then andonubte lly tha Egyptien garrison might 
be strengthenad, not only without a general 
increase of the whole Army, bat even concur- 
rently with a redustion. If, on the other hand, 
our forces are organ‘z2d on a system which 
maksas the increase of any foreign garrison 
by one battalion possible only on the condi- 
tion that two fresh battalions are raised, the 
first to farnish the actaal increase, and the 
second to stay at home and furnish the firat 
with drafts, then obviously the tw» interests 
of economy and secarity can never be perma- 
nently reconciled. Mr. Haldane has declared 
himself a goavincal supporter of the last 
mentioned system. Will he, in the cause of 
clear thirking, inform us how, «fter completing

ORDER OF MERIT. INVESTITURE. 


Lord Cromer on Tuesday last attended the 
lavestitare which his Majesty the King held 
on that day at Buckingham Palace, when he 
was invested with the ribbons and badge cf 
the Order of Merit. 

‘The badge of this Order is a species of cross 
of red and blue enamel, and its inner portion 
bears the words ‘For Merit” in gold letters 
within a laurel wreath, the reverse containing 
the royal and imperial cipher: in the case 
of naval and military men two silver swords 
with gilt belts are added, and these cross 
each other. ‘I'he whole is attached to an 
enamelled heraldic crown suspended by a 
broad ribbon of Garter-blue and crimson, and 
worn from the neck. 

The Order of Merit is designed as a very 
apecial distinction for men mostemibent in 
war, science, literature, or aet. It is generally 
surmised that the literary character of Lord 
Cromer’s Raports have marked him out for the 
codferment of this special distinction.

THE EMPEROR MENELIK’S REJOINDER. 


The agreement concluded between Great 
Britain, France, and Italy respecting Abyssinia 
was presented to the Emperor Menelik on 
the 18th inst. The British, French, and Italian 
Ministers in tarn callel the attention of the 
Negas to the considerations in favour of 
approval of the agreement by Abyssinia, each 
arguing from his own national standpoint. It 
is understood that Sir Jobn Harrington, the 
Britieh Minister, was particalarly emphatic in 
urging the acceptance of the Convention upon 
the Emperor in his own interest. The Negus 
promised to take the matter into consideration. 
He said:—“l find that there are many in- 
teresting points in this Convention, bat since 
it has taken you some years to coma to an 
understanding on tbe subject, I am sare you 
will consider it reasonable that I should take 
some days for consideration before I give my 
answer.” 

The inflaence still exerted at tha Court of 
the Negos in favour of pcstponement is 
believed in Paris, the ‘Times” correspondent 
states, to come at present from private interests, 
which, although unable to prevent the work 
undertaken by the three Puwers, possibly 
imagioe that they can secare some advantage 
by continuing their resistance. No doubt is 
eatertained in Paris as to the ultimate success 
of the joint action of the three Powers. 


PLAGUE AT SUEZ. 


A fatal case of babouic plague is reported 
from Suez to-day. 

A telegram frcm Constantinople states that 
arrivals from Suez in Tarkish ports are subjec- 
ted to a medical examination, disinfection, and 
‘‘deratisation.” 

During the week ending the 29th inst., 
ten cases of plague were reported throughout 
Ezypt, i.e., six at Alexandria, two at Suez and 
two in the Mellawi district. From Janoary 1 
to the 29th inst. there were 395 cases of 
plague, as against 188 in 1905 and 749 in 
1904, daring the corresponding periods of these 
two years.

EXCESSIVE HEAT. 


(From our CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Suakin, July 23. 

Last week heavy sandstorms swept over 
Soakin and Graham’s Poiat and lasted for a 
few days. Hot winds were blowing and resembled 
blasts coming cut of a fiery farnace. 

The railways have altered their working 
hours, giving a fall rest of 34 hours in the 
middle of the day, owing to the great heat. 
Up to tha present there have been no cases of 
sunstroke, as last year at this time. There 
are a few cases of fever at Atbara and Port 
Sudan, but none are serious.

With this sum Sir 
Hans Sloane's famous library and collection 
and the Harleian and Cotton manasoripts 
were acquired, and Montaga House was

INTRIGUE IN TURKEY. 


—_—_——_o——— 


ARABIAN DIFFICULTIES ATTRIBUTED 
TO GREAT BRITAIN. 


The high officials of the Palace, and even 
of the Government, are convinced that the 
situation created in the vilayets of Bagdad 
and Basra, by the opposition of the Arab 
tribes to the payment of texes, is dae to 
British intrigues. 

This opinion seems to have been suggest- 
ed by Germans, who since their concession 
of the Bagdad Railway are most interested 
in these regions. Although the ‘l'arks in ge- 
peral are more inclined towards British than 
to Germans, those most infloential in the 


Palace maintain that all the diffisulties 


which have arisen in the Arabic regions— 
Bagdad, Basra, Nejd, and Yemen—are the 
work of Great Britain. 

This accounts for the fanaticism for some 
time past against foreigners in the north of 
Africa. The German Press ensourages the 
Tarks by sach reports as those which have 
jost appeared in the ‘Frankfarter Zeitung” 
and in the “Vossieche Zsitung.” In the former 
paper it was announced that tha lerte is 
fitting out twenty-six battalions for an ex- 
pedition to the Sultanate of Nejd, in the 
hope of securing the succession to the son 
of Ibn-el-Raschid, and protecting him from 
the aspirations of Mubarak, the Sheikh of 
Koweit. 

It is probable that the Porte will send an 
expedition to Nejd, but it is incorrect to 
say that it will be in order to protect the 
son of Ibn-el-Raschid against the aspirations 
of Mubarak, because the adversary of the 
late Emir [bn el-Raschid was Ibn-Sanud, and 
not Mabarak. 

The ‘Vossische Zeitung,” which doubts 
that the @xpedition will be ‘permitted to 
advance so far as Nejd, cannot ignore the 
fact that Great Britain recognises Nejd as 
being Turkieh territory, and it is not its 
intention to take part in the quarrel of the 
pmirs unless it should be threatened.

CAPE-CAIRO RATLWAY. 


MR. BEIT’S MUNIFICENT EXDOWMENT. 


_—— + 


‘The most interesting and important feature 
of the will of the late Mr. Alfred Beit is the 
provision of £1,900 000 for the purposes of 
the Cape to Cairo Railway. In making this 
endowment the testator expresses his in- 
tentions and »mbitions regarding the fame as 
follows : 

"1 beliéve that by the promotion, constructior, 
and furtherance generally of railways, tele. 
graphs (including wireless telegraphy), and 
telephones and kindred or other methods of 
transmission cf perscn’s goods and messages 
civilization will be best advanced and ex- 
pedited io Africa for the benefit of the in- 
habitants thereof, whether native or immi- 
grant, and I know from experience how difficult 
it is at times to fiad the fonds for the 
construction of such methods of transmission 
in new and undeveloped countries. 

‘Now, therefore, I make the provisions here- 
inafter appearing. 

“I give to the said Otto Beit and Julius 
Charles Wernher and Bourchier Francis 
Hawksley, of Mincing-lane, London, 120,000 
(or all if less in namber than 120,000) of 
my fally-paid shares of five shilliags each 
in the Rand Mines (Limited), a joint stock 
company formed ander the laws of the late 
South African Kapablic, and also sach sam 
(if any) in cash a3 wi'l ba requisite, having 
regard to the valuaat my death (ascertained 
by the average market price on that day) of 
such shares, to make up the value of the gift 
in this preseut clause contained to at least 
£1,200,000 ; 

“And I direct that the said Otto Beit, 
Jalias Charles Wernher and Bourchier Francis 
Hawksley, or other the trastess for the time 
being onder this presant clause (hereinafter 
called ‘the Railway Trastees’), shall stand 
possessed cf the said shares and sum (in any) 
or cash and the investments of whatever kind 
for the time being representing the same, and 
whether tak3n under this present clause or 
otherwise (hereinafter called ‘the Railway 
Fand’), and the income thereof upon trast for 
the purpose of assisting tha promotion, 
constraction, and equipment or fartherarce 
of avy sach methods of transmission, as afore- 
said, ia South and North Rhodesia and Porta- 
gnese Africa, beth East and West, and German 
East Africs, and sach other pirts of Africa as 
may be traversed in establishing what is known 
as the Cape-to-Cairo Railway and the Cape-to- 
Cairo telegraph system, inclading telephones. 


DETAILED CONDITIONS. 
“In cornexion with the said pitt I will as 
follows :— * |. 

“(a3) Withont any résponsibility whatso- 
ever for loss, the Railway Trastees may give 
such assistance as aforesaid out of the capi- 
tal of the Railway Fond either by subscribing 
for sharea or debentures of any company or 
companies, whether British, Colonial, or 
foreign, carrying on part or the whole of its 
ot their business in Africa as above defined, 
or by guaranteeing or underwriting the issue 
of any soch shares or debentures or by 
making advance: to any sach companies, or 
to any public bodies or persons of Govern- 
ment, with or without secority, and at euch 
rat3 of interest or with deferred or funded 
interest as the Railway Trastees shall io 
their ancontrolled discretion think fit, or in 
any other way (not being by subsidy) the 
Railway Trastees shallin the like discretion 
think fit, and may give such assistance out 
ot the i: come of the Railway Fond by grant- 
ing subsidies to anv such companies, public 
bodies, persons, or (+ vernment as aforesaid, 
orin any other way the Railwsy ‘Trustees 
shall in the like discretion think fit ; and I 
expressly declare that the fact of the railway 
system of Rhodesia or any part therect 
having been taken over by or forming part 
of the property of the Government of Rho- 
desia or of any federated Government or 
subject to any poolirg or like arrangement

SPORT AND TRAVEL IN EAST 
APRICA.* 


—— 


~\Lord Hindlip’s book on sport and travel is 
of}unequal merit. As a sportsman he is ex- 
‘Cellent—we must assume that big game shoot- 
ing is sport, and Lord Hindlip is certainly not 
& wanton slayer of beasts. As an historian 
he cuts @ poor figare, as narrator of travel he 
acquits himeelf creditably ; as a (semi-absen- 
tee) settler in British East Africa he exercises 
the Britons’ right to grumble against the 
authorities, and pig-headed to a degree some 
of those authorities appear to be. Every tra- 
valler, every settler, has the same tale to tell of 
stupidity and discourtesy experienced at the 
hands of officials. All officials in the Protec- 
torate are not alike, and the system is more 
in fault than the men, but these continuous 
complaints demand the attention of the Colo- 
nial Office. While Lord Hindlip is good both 
for sport and travel, he breaks little ground 
not already covered by Major Powell-Cotton. 
And he has not the Major’s power of seeing 
and describing things. That is not to say 
that Lord Hindlip cannot tell a good hunting 
yaro. ‘Take, for instance, this story of the 
ending of a wounded lioness :— 

re At this critical moment Owad and 
Darod foolishly let drive, and, as was to be 
expected, missed. Then she saw us, and 
promptly charged. It was a fine sight to see 


her lithe body with head and tail out, and lips | Le 


drawn back from the teeth charging: through 
the long grass, while we thres fools solemnly 
missed her. Matters had now become decidedly 
serious, for the Somali’s rifles were empty, and 
mine was not a very heavy one for the workin 
hand. Waiting till I felt keonld not miss the 
mark, | let drive at th: shoulder of the advano- 
ing animal. As I palled the trigger [ jamped 
to my left, and at that moment the lioness 
passed between Owad and myself, sending us 
spinning in different directions ; I found myself 
sitting up facing the animal in its death 
throes, a dozen yards away, while an inch of 
dirt had plugged up the mozzle of my rifle, 
Owad had already picked himself up, while 
Darod, the impertarbable, apparently had not 
moved a step.” 

We have indicated that history is not Lord 
Hindlip’s strong point. ‘T'ake, as an example, 
‘the opening sentence of Chapter IV.: - 

“The Kingdom of Abyssinia originally con- 
sisted of Shoa and Tigre, whose inhabitants 
were quite distinct from those of the kingdom 
of Ethiopia, which now, however, forms part of 
the northern portion of Menelik’s Empire.” 

Such a statement betrays a confasion of 
mind as to the facts that entirely destroys con- 
fidence in the writer's authority save when he 
‘is dealing with matters within his personal 

knowledge. So that when he writes that the 
treatment of the Italian prisoners after Adowa 
was “of too repulsive a natura to be dealt with 
in a book of this kind,” the wise reader will 


! prefer to take the opinion of those on the spot. 


at the time, men like Mr. A. B. Wylde and the 
| Italian Plenipotentiary, whose evidence is that 
' the European prisoners were in the main very 
| kindly treated. The Abyssirians have many 
undesirable qualities, and these appear to have 
so impressed Lord Hindlip tbat he can scarcely 


acknowledge any good,in them. His remarks 


on the cave dwellings and cave dwellers of 
Mount Elgon show, however, that in things 
anthropological Lord Hindlip exercises shrewd 
jadgment.

in their uncontrolled discretion, think advi- 
sable, or as they are not required for any of 
the above purposes ; and 

“(d) Finally, if at any time the Railway 
Trngstees, or a majority of twothirds of 
them, shall, in their uncontrolled discretion, 
consider that the Railway Fand is no longer 
required tor the purposes for which I have 
eatablished it, they shall apply the Railway 
Fund, or realize it, and apply the net pro- 
proceds for such educational, public or other 
charitable purposes in Northern or Southern 
Rhodesia (including the establishment, en- 
dowment. and development of elementary, 


secondary. and technical edocation projacts) | 


an the Railway Trustees shall in their un- 
controlled discretion think fit and determine, 
but in arriving at sach determination [ 
desire that the then head of the Government 
of Southern Rhodesia, whether Governor, 
Administrator, or Prime Minister, as the cace 
may be, shall be consulted by the Railway 
Trustees.” :
